Covent Garden Theatre. 


Tue Novel of Peveril of the Peak cannot very easily be moulded into an 
Opera, and the metamorphosis, when cleverly made, must be attended with 
many inconsistencies, and imperfections. It has been most clumsily managed by 
the person who has undertaken the office for Covent Garden Theatre, and the 
success of the new Opera, on Saturday night, must be divided between the im- 
perturbable good temper of the audience, the music, and the acting. It would be 
difficult to give a connected idea of the plot, which is formed from a few lead- 
ing incidents in the novel jumbled together,~with little arrangement, and con- 
uected, if connected at all, by the insufferable nonsense of the dramatiser ; he 
is not, perhaps, much to be blamed for his ingredients, as the public are so much 
accustomed to regard an Opera-of this kind as a licensed vehiele for all absur- 
dities of dialogue, that he might reasonably enough consider any improvement 
as a profligate expenditure of good sense. The Opera begins with some sing- 
ing and drinking, and the arrival of the Cowntess of Derby at the castle of Sir 
Jeoffry, and terminates with the plot, and the union of Alice and Julian.— 
Fennella is made to restore the lost packet ofletters, and there are many other 
ceviations from the original, which it would be tedious to notice. The music 
has much merit—being pleasing, bold, and tolerably original—and the admira- 
ble execution of the songs by Miss Paton and Mr, Sapiec, the most important 
point to be sure, saved the Opera. The acting, too, was, in parts, very excel- 
lent. Mrs, Gibbs was the most self-important, and loquacious of waiting maids, 
and certainly nothing could be better than her Deborah, hacknied as isthe 
character ; (Whittaker) which Mr. Blanchard had to support, he contrived to 
impart to it freshness and noyelty—he was very warmly received, and applauded 
throughout the evening. Mr. Fawcett, as Sir Jeoffry, did not, we think, suc- 
ceed as well as he usually does ; he di not well express the roughness and fiery 
spirit of his character— and it was beside too much akin to some other of. his 
performances, which are in their place very excellent. Mrs, Faucit was not 
equal to that very lofty and decided lady, the Countess.—Miss M. Glover was 
Fennella, and failed in her pantomime, and in the scenes with the Duke ; her 
discovery of her father, and the expression of her attachment to Julian, were 
much more successful. Mr. Warde looked and acted Bridgenorth exceedingly 
well—there may be some exceptions, but we have neither space nor disposition 
for them. . Mr. Serle was the King, and his deportment and performance were 
completely appropriate. It will scarcely be credited that the Opera finished 
with a song, on the restoration of the house of Peveril, to the air of ‘* Cherry 
Ripe ;’’"—this was too much, and occasioned great opposition, which, we be- 
lieve, was, confined to this folly. Peveril of the Peak lasted in the perfgrmance 
til] very near eleven o'clock ; the people of London are, cruelly used by the 
Theatres Royal.—The house was very well attended.
